door this week when they trooped into 
Faneuil Hall for the inauguration of 
Mayor Thomas Menino, who took the 
oath serve unprecedented fifth 
term. 

Boston is a city that revels in history 
and Menino did himself and the com- 
munity proud being, well, himself. 

Menino was informal yet dignified, 
loose but sharp, and at ease with the 
fact that he, a onetime neighborhood 
politician, has reached a milestone that 
eluded two legendary predecessors, 
James Michael Curley and Kevin Hagan 
White. 

Menino’s inaugural pledge to look 
upon old problems with fresh and 
open eyes scored points with political 
success of what is surely going to be the 
most challenging four years of his long 
political career, he is going to have to 
develop the ability to be flexible. 

Can the urban mechanic learn how 
to use a new tool? The answer will 


be evident in the coming months. In 
the meantime, the Phoenix applauds 
Menino’s vow. 


In terms of thinking outside of the 
box, Menino is off to a good start with 
his plan for in-district charter schools, 
which would keep badly needed funds 
in the public system while granting 
principals the administrative flexibility 
they need right underperforming 
schools. 

Boston Public Schools Superintendent 
Dr. Carol Johnson has been quietly and 
effectively laying the groundwork for 
a turnaround by recruiting talented 
principals from around the nation. 
President Barack Obama has made fed- 


eral money available for efforts such as 
these. And Governor Deval Patrick is 


working make Massachusetts eligible 
to receive those funds. 


Menino recognizes the opportunity 
this represents. The fate immediate 
school reform now rests with the state 
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legislature, which must enact provi- 
sions that will synchronize work rules 
with federal funding requirements. 

The Phoenix has two fears: that the 
legislature will botch the job by caving 
into pressure from teachers’ unions, 
which value the jobs of shoddy teachers 
more than they recognize the needs of 
students, and that the legislature will 
do the minimum it deems necessary to 
qualify. 

Menino, for his part, has been lobby- 
ing hard for the best deal for Boston 

When it comes to economic devel- 
opment, Menino will further chal- 
lenged to think in new ways. This is 
especially true in the case of the stalled 
Downtown Crossing project. The once 
vibrant intersection of Washington and 
Summer Streets was slated to be filled 
with offices, retail shops, condos, and 
a hotel. But at the moment, the site of 
the former Filene’s department store is a

Most experts consider the project dead 
the water, victim the economic 
crash. Let’s hope that Menino’s jawboning 
about finding new use for the site just 
that. The intersection must regain its for- 
mer vitality the surrounding streets and 
businesses are not to degenerate. 

Menino should make Downtown 
Crossing the poster child for his cam- 
paign of brave, original urban thinking. 
He should temporarily shelve his reserva- 
tions about becoming more involved in 
private development, and should avail 
himself financing strategies that 
other big-city mayors use. If Menino 
is looking for an example, he can find 
one in Somerville, where imagination 
has been the key ingredient in realizing 
Assembly Square. 

New thinking also needed when 
comes to the development of the Seaport 
District and the Fenway: a window of 
opportunity has been closed because of 
the poor economy. Rather than try to 
micro-mange plans in a hostile economic 
environment, City Hall should invest in 
infrastructure, so that when conditions 
are right developers will bite. 

Boston weathered the past punish- 
ing year in relatively good shape. The 

independent Boston Municipal Research 
Bureau, the city’s premier watchdog 
group, gives Menino solid grades for his 
performance. It warns, however, that the

And one must say that 
2009 was an outstanding effort on all fronts, 
reaching its thrilling conclusion with the 

Tiger Woods business, a target-rich explo- 

sion of booze/pills innuendo, man iacal g golf- 
club wielding, impaired driveway dri ving 
and suggestive pancake-house waitressing 

Inspired also were some other 2009 
trends, most notably nonpayment of casino 
debts (a category in which the city of Boston 
can claim its own champion, via former 
Celtics serial brick-hurler Antoine Walker) 
and the steady string of indictments of past 
college-football stars like Ryan Leaf, Timmy 
Chang, Brian Bosworth, Todd Marinovich, 
and Charles Rogers.

We've never seen anything like what 
happened to former Pats last year, and we 
probably won't again. The current regime in 
Foxboro has been remarkably successful in 
avoiding low-character guys, and the quan- 
tity of coke-and-handgun/wife-slapping/ 
public-nuisance arrests among our k ocal 
heroes has been amazingly slight ever since 
Bill Belichick came to town (the occasional 
Hakim Akbar or Kenyatta Jones notwith- 
standing). Even the few high-profile Pa 
busts — like the one involving Kevin Faulk 
smoking weed at a Lil Wayne concert — have 
been minor.

We're talking mainly 
about the old, sucky, in-the-headlines-for- 
all-the-wrong-reasons Pats. We're talking 
about the Pats who got their hands cut on 
can openers before Super Bowls and waved 
their penises at female reporters (“Do you 
want to take a bite out of this?” was the 
famous Zeke Mowatt quote) and were in

Red Sox and Bruins for their politesse, called 
the Patriots “Neanderthals.” 

Those goofball Pats came back to haunt 
us all in 2009. The biggest case probably 
involved a former undrafted linebacker 
named Eric Naposki, who pursued a sort of 
neo-Body Heat plot with a California million- 
aire’s squeeze and ended up getting fingered 
as the woman ’s trigger man in a murder-for 
hire scheme. Naposki was last seen pleading 
not guilty at his arraignment last month. 
His case has not yet been adjudicated. 

Also getting corralled this past year was 
former Bill Parcells favorite Dave Meggett, 
who prior to 2009 already had a spotted 
criminal history that involved solicitation 
and sexual battery. He was arrested for rape 
in South Carolina in 2008, after which point 
he was released on bond, only to get arrested 
for rape again at the beginning of last year. 
Joining him in drawing a 2009 rape charge 
was yet another former Patriots runn 
back, onetime pseudo-star John Stephe 
who allegedly invited a 51-year-old we 
look at a rental property in Louisiana befo 
attacking her. 

Another amazing part of the ex-Pats story 
was the variety. Former linebacker Eugene 
Lockhart helped add a current-events news 
hook to the phenomenon by getting picked 
up for mortgage fraud, in a scheme to rake in 
millions in fees by generating phony apprais- 
als. And former Pats training-camp invitee 
(and charter member of the Rich Tylski 
Prematurely-Retiring-Pats-Lineman Hall of 
Fame) Joe Panos got busted for attackir 
dude’s car with a golf club after catching 
guy schtupping his wife on Valentine’s Da uy. 
Even a guy who wears the team’s mascot cos- 
tume got in on the act when he was arrested 
on prostitution-related charges in Rhode 
Island last month. 

Finally, there was 2007 third receiver 
Donte Stallworth, seemingly a good guy who 
made a very bad DUI decision and ended 
up killing a guy in a hit-and-run in Florida 
Stallworth — the most recent of the ex-Pats to 
go down — paid a big settlement and got an 
extraordinarily light sentence, one that riled 
up more than a few Floridians.

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CHAOS THEORY 


2010 MIGHT THE YEAR THAT MASSACHUSETTS POLITICS 
UNDERGOES UNPRECEDENTED RESHUFFLING UNLESS 
OUR POLS CHICKEN OUT USUAL.

In less than two weeks, when 

Massachusetts voters elect Mar- 
tha Coakley to the US Senate — let’s not 
pretend that Republican state senator 
Scott Brown has any chance of pulling 
off the monumental upset they will 
trigger a massive domino effect that has 
the state’s political class buzzing with 
anticipation. 

will begin with the state legislature 
appointing a temporary replacement for 
Coakley as attorney general, until the 
November election. Political oddsmakers 
believe it will be one of two state repre- 
sentatives: Charles Murphy of Burlington 
or Peter Koutoujian of Waltham. 

But even before that appointee puts

a year from now we'll have new faces 
at four statewide constitutional offices, 
since Treasurer Tim Cahill is running 
for governor and Auditor Joseph DeNucci 
has announced that he will not run for 
re-election. 

As many as a dozen pols are expect- 
ed to surrender their current jobs to 
chase after those and other openings. 
Consider that earlier this week Quincy 
City Councilor John F. Keegan opened a 
campaign account to run for state sena- 
tor, on the assumption that incumbent 
Michael Morrissey will run for Norfolk 
County district attorney, to replace 
William Keating, who expected run 
for Coakley’s AG position. 

That kind of thing is happening in 
every corner of the commonwealth. It’s 
an amazing shake-up, in a state that’s 
been notable in recent years for its 
political stability.

THE KENNEDY FACTOR 

Speculation about impending shake-ups 
constant Massachusetts politics. 
The merest rumor of a possible opening 
can prompt state pols start spinning 
theories that make them sound like Jeff 
Goldblum explaining chaos theory in 
Jurassic Park: if Congressman so-and-so 
retires, they explain, it will start a chain 
reaction that opens a selectman seat in 
some faraway town. 

But the chaos never seems mate- 
rialize. That has created “clogged pipe- 
lines” at every level of government, 
in the words of one officeholder, with 
people holding the same office for years, 
or decades. 

That begins at the top, as there can 
be no “trickle-up” political movement 
if there is nowhere for aspiring pols 
to go. And this is a state where, until 
Ted Kennedy’s death last year, even the 
state's junior US senator had held his seat 
for more than a quarter century. 

Massachusetts’s 10 current US congress- 
men have an average tenure of more than 
15 years. The 25 sheriffs and DAs are not 
far behind, averaging 12 years in office. 
DeNucci has been auditor since 1987; 
Galvin has been secretary since 1994. 

In part, the stasis has been due to fate — 
in particular, circumstances that conspired 
to keep the two Senate seats in the same 
hands for decades. Kennedy defied all odds 
to become the fourth-longest-serving US 
senator in history, while John Kerry came 
within 18 electoral votes of relocating to the 
White House. 

(Although gubernatorial turnover has 
been more frequent, that seat has fre- 
quently been won by non-officeholders — 
meaning that dominos fell all. 
Deval Patrick, Mitt Romney, and William 
Weld had never held elected office before 
becoming governor. fact, the last per- 
son who was elected governor the state 
who had give another elected office 
was Christian Herter, in 1952.) 

On those few occasions when some- 
one has left a high-level office, it has 
usually been mid-term, prompting 
special elections meaning contenders 
don’t have surrender the offices they 
hold order run. 

That true the special election for 
Kennedy’s seat: Coakley, Brown, and 
Congressman Michael Capuano all ran, 
but only one of their offices will ultimately 
be vacated.

The state legislature is overwhelmingly 
Democratic, with most members cruis 
ing to easy re-election every two years — 
often without an opponent. 

Finally, the dominos have resisted 
falling because, over and over again, 
officeholders have chosen to keep their 
safe lower office, rather than relinquish 
it for a chance at something bigger. 
Galvin is often cited as an example, 
leading some think will once 
again choose the safety of a re-election 
campaign. And look at the open AC race 
four years ago, when Tom Reilly ran for 
governor: everyone stood aside and let 
Coakley walk in virtually unopposed. 

To some, this is evidence of an over- 
whelming lack of guts in modern poli- 
tics. Others are a little kinder, noting 
an increase in the value of lower offices, 
from seats the state legislature city 
and town positions, as they have become 
“professionalized” — with more power, 
pay, and benefits. Political consultant 
Michael Goldman says that many of 
those positions are no longer seen as “up- 
and-out” stepping stones. “Politicians 

‘ by nature don’t want to risk losing the 
ee power they have for the perceived power 
they might receive,” says Goldman. “The 
old calculations don’t hold any more.” 


NEW DAY? 

And yet, political observers the state be- 
lieve that this year the logjam will finally 
break. Not all of the rumored candidates 
will actually pull the trigger, but enough 
will, they say, to create the biggest political 
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reshuffling in the state in years. 

So why will this time be different? For 
one thing, the long stretch of stagna- 
tion has created a pent-up desire to run. 
Ambitious pols who have been building 
their networks — and their campaign 
war chests — were waiting for opportu- 
nities that never came, until now. 

Recent changes in legislative leader 
ship are also helping fuel a renewed will 
ingness to run for other offices among 
veteran officeholders who are not in the 
good graces Senate President Therese 
Murray or Speaker Robert DeLeo. 

Some observers suggest another con- 
tributing factor: a dispersal of politi- 
cal power in the state, which makes it 
unlikely, they say, for one “establish- 
ment” candidate to scare everyone else 
off — as Reilly proved in 2006. 

Today there are pockets of power — 
including Patrick, Kerry, Coakley, 
Murray, and others — who are likely to 
back opposing candidates. That’s already 
in evidence in the treasurer’s race, in 
which Democratic Party insider Steve 
Grossman and Norfolk Treasurer Joseph 
Connolly both have plenty of support. 

As the dominos fall down the line, 
we'll get to see the demarcations of 
power the regional pockets. 

For example, in Norfolk County — 
which includes Quincy and other politi- 
cal hotbeds — it looks like there may 
soon be open races for DA, treasurer, 
at least one state senator, and possibly 
several state representatives. Worcester, 
Springfield, Bristol County, and other 
spots may see similar confluences, 
some which will pit old power circles 
against newer players. 
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2010, despite the plethora of open seats, a 
my, and a string of recent 
scandals involving Democrats. 

Thus far, Republicans have not found 
a 2010 candidate considered competitive 
for any of the statewide offices other than 
governor, or any congressional seats. Nor 
have they put forward a single State Senate 
candidate who has Democrats worried. 

In fact, Democrats are optimistic 
they might take at least one of the five 
remaining Republican-held Senate 
seats: those of Richard Tisei, who is run- 
ning for lieutenant governor, and Scott 
Brown, who — assuming he is not the 
next US senator — is rumored to be con- 
sidering a statewide run. 

Although Democrats aren’t worried 
about threats from the outside, they're 
expecting a battle royale within the 
party. The state convention, scheduled 
for Worcester in June, could be a doozy. 

The year’s action is expected to be 
so much more intense than usual, the 
Massachusetts Democratic Party has had 
to come up with a new system to track 
all the races and candidates, says its 
executive director, Stacey Monahan. 

Monahan has had a wall in her office 
redone in magnetic paint as a chart for 
all the possible races, and is affixing 
labels with candidate names on little 
magnets that can be moved around as 
people declare their intentions.

Of course, it could turn out that 
or most, of the officeholders r 
leave may stick with what they have 
stopping the dominos from falling any 
further. 

We may instead see more candidates 
who don’t hold elected office at all - 
like Grossman, Republican gubernato- 
rial candidate Charlie Baker, and recent 
Senate candidates Alan Khazei and Steve 
Pagliuca. 

We may also see the entry of city offi 
cials, most of whom just ran in 2009 and 
don’t have to give up their seats to run. 
If Steve Baddour’s State Senate seat opens 
up, for example, one insider predicts a 
battle to replace him between the mayors 
of Haverhill and Methuen: Jim Fiorentini 
and Jim Manzi. 

Here in Boston, there are rumors that 
City Councilor Stephen Murphy might 
run for auditor or treasurer, or that 
Councilor John Connolly might run for 
his father’s old office, secretary of the 
commonwealth. (Connolly emphatically 
denies that last rumor, by the way. 

Not everybody will be running for 
another office this year. But enough of 
them will that voters shouldn’t have rea- 
son to complain they have no real choices 
to make at the ballot box in 2010. ©

ALL THE NEWS THAT’S FIT TO PAY FOR In theo- 
ry, every print-media outlet would love to 
find way make consumers pay for the 
info they're getting for free online. But 
visions of a reader-and-advertiser exodus 
have kept most news organizations from 
acting accordingly. 

Expect that reticence vanish

Aurdoch follows through his much- 
discussed pay-wall plans. think lot 
people are going to head toward an online 
pay-to-read model this year — including 
us,” says New York Times media critic David 
Carr. “I'm just predicting here — I don’t 
have any inside knowledge — but in our 
last earnings report, consumer revenue 
surpassed advertising revenues. The die is 
sort of cast at that point.” 

Ultimately, Carr envisions a two-tiered 
news universe, with bare-bones reportage 
available free of charge and higher-quality 
coverage coming with price tag and, per- 
haps, consumed on a tablet. (See next item.) 

This shift from free distribution won't 
just affect news consumers. “Google's 
YouTube will begin charge for some con- 
tent,” predicts Ken Auletta, media writer 
the New Yorker and the author the new 


book Googled: The End the World 
(Penguin). “Having come that 
advertisers don’t want their friendly prod- 
ucts affixed unfriendly unpredictable 
user-generated videos, YouTube knows 

needs professionally produced content 
attract more advertisers. And 

lure Hollywood movie and TV content, 
YouTube will have to pay for it.” 

In terms of media culture, Auletta adds, 
that won't be such a bad thing. “New 
media (like Google) and old media (like 
newspapers and magazines) will be moving 
closer common middle ground where 
both recognize that advertising alone 
slender reed to lean on, and that maybe 
they have to work more closely to devise an- 
other revenue stream,” he explains. “Even 
they do, more newspapers and maga- 
zines will perish. But this change least 
offers a modicum of hope for an otherwise 
bleak traditional media world.” 


HAIL THE CONQUERING TABLET! (MAYBE) It’s hard 
to remember the last time an electronic 
device generated much advance buzz 
Apple’s yet-unnamed “tablet” the key- 
boardless, magazine-sized device that splits 
the difference between an iPhone and a tra- 
ditional computer and could released 
early as this month. (Other companies are 
developing similar devices.) 

According to Wired editor-in-chief Chris 
Anderson, for example, it’ll be vastly more 
satisfying to consume publications like 
his on the tablet (sure enough, a tablet- 
friendly Wired version is in the works) than

the Web. “The Web reading experience 
just doesn’t lend itself to immersive time 
spent with content, but the tablet does,” 
Anderson tells the Phoenix. “You can lean 
back with it, it’s tactile— there’s a very 
intimate engagement with the screen.” 

Neither the iPhone nor Amazon’s 
Kindle offer rich reading experience 
as the tablet will, Anderson adds, but 
already shown that people will 
pay for device that gives them easy wire- 
less access to information (and, in the case 
the iPhone, for applications that the 
same). What’s more, the growth of the 
online data “cloud” e.g., applications 
like Google Documents that host data 
remote third-party servers rather than 
hard drives making full-sized laptops 
superfluous. Ergo, Anderson concludes, 
2010 will “the year the tablet changes 
everything.” 

Sounds great, struggling 
print-media outlet desperate monetize 
online content. But what if the tablet 
doesn’t deliver? In a recent Slate column, 
Jack Shafer noted that the list innova- 
tions that were supposed have saved 
traditional media is embarrassingly long 
(CD-ROMs, anybody?) and suggested that, 
rather than popping 600 bucks more for 
a tablet, many consumers would rather 
buy new high-def TV.

But according to Slate’s Shafer, it 
could get lot more interesting. “Bitch 
to me all you want about the Times — it’s 
anything but perfect — but the Journal 
really reconfigured itself from 
business newspaper into general- 
interest newspaper during the two years 
that Murdoch has owned it,” says Shafer. 
“Except for the ridiculously low price he 
charges for the Journal — I get it delivered 
to my home for $119 a year — he’s yet to 
show me anything that would convince a 
Times reader to defect.

Newspapers aren't the 
only media sector ravaged by the nation’s 
economic woes: according recent re- 
port by BIA/Kelsey, TV-station ad revenue 
dropped whopping 22.4 percent 2009. 
The hope, obviously, that these dollars 
will return once the economy recovers. 
But what if they don’t? 

“We've just seen a profound collapse 
in advertising for the traditional main- 
stream media,” says Alan Mutter, the

who writes the

Soon, says, fast-dwindling oil sup- 
plies, unsustainable suburban sprawl, 
destructive mechanized-food production, 
global warming, and ever-widening wage 
inequality will conspire grind the gears 
drastically different future. 

That desolate vision may seem alarmist. 
But it’s hard not to see some undeniable 
truths underlying his prognosis. Kunstler 
freely admits that he’s not a scientist or an 
academic. But sprawl and oil-addiction have 
been obsessions of his since his early days as 
journalist, reporting the gas lines after 
the 1973 OPEC embargo. He recognized then, 
he’s said, that that temporary nationwide 
upheaval was “probably a dress rehearsal for 
a much bigger problem later on.” 

In recent years, that prediction has 
started come pass, tells the 
Phoenix, as Americans have begun to learn 
“hard lessons about reaching limits” — be it 
via skyrocketing gas prices or plummeting 
home values. “We don’t have a lot of experi- 
ence with limits. We don’t like them. So 
we're pretending that they don’t exist.” 

But, he argues, they emphatically do. 
And as those limits grow more concrete, 
we'll soon be entering “a period of social, 
economic, and political tribulation. And it 
will for quite while far into the 
future as we can see.” 

What does that mean? It means no more 
highways jam-packed with zooming cars. 
more supermarkets stuffed bursting 
with high-fructose junk. more air con- 
ditioning. No more airlines. No more con- 
spicuous consumption. more wasting 
time on the Web. 

It means a necessitated return to a sim- 
pler, more localized, more agrarian way of 
life — and an end, once and for all, to the 
materialistic extravagance that’s charac- 
terized our existence for as long as most 
of us can remember. As that seismic shift 
occurs, it may well mean upheaval, riots, 
and starvation. “What I would call this 
period severe transition characterized 
by discontinuity,” says Kunstler. “That is, 
break many the habits and prac- 
tices and customs that we have come to 
regard normal.” 

The Phoenix reached Kunstler at his home 
in Saratoga Springs, New York, to speak 
about his bleak but, insists, ultimately 
hopeful vision the future.

GREEN SCHOOL. RED LIGHT? 


AT-LARGE CITY COUNCILOR JOHN CONNOLLY SETS HIS SIGHTS CREATING FIRST 
ENVIRONMENTAL ACADEMY. BUT WHAT ABOUT THAT $100 MILLION PRICE TAG?

Little girls and boys frolic swing sets 
whittled from recycled beech wood. Teenag- 
ers harvest organic rutabagas and stew them with 
locally farmed carrots in Earth-friendly kitchens. 
Classmates teach one another about conscious liv- 
ing. Folks develop new technologies to help make 
the landscape lovelier. Solar panels abound. 

That’s not just an eco-Rockwellian image 
of an archetypal Jamaica Plain household. It’s 
a description of the K-12 environmental sci- 
ences academy that At-Large City Councilor 
John Connolly is determined to build in Boston. 
There’s currently groundswell nationwide 
support for such efforts, fueled by federal and 
state funds tagged for sustainable develop- 
And while the Hub already has spar- 
kling green reputation — from its famously 
progressive environmental leadership at City 
Hall and Emerald Necklace parks system its 
more symbolic Irish heritage and pro-hoops 
team — Connolly’s institute would help stretch 
this verdant kingdom beyond the low-émission 
buildings that tower over Back Bay. 

the top vote getter this past 
November's at-large election, Connolly is in pole 
position to advance his green-school agenda, 
which first proposed his freshman term 
two years ago. The West Roxbury councilor now 
chairs the committees Environment and 
Health and Education, and this particular proj- 
ect gives him a vehicle with which he can take 
action on those tandem passions. But the task 
of designing, funding, and operating one of the 
world’s most dynamic environmental learning 
incubators poses a titanic challenge — particu- 
larly with Boston facing painful budget cuts 
across the board, and with pet projects coming 
under intense scrutiny. But Connolly sees a for- 
est through the line items, and will soon host 
the first of four 2010 hearings designed to draft 
specifics for his otherwise inchoate plan. 


The question whether can rally adequate 
support for a green dream that could cost the 
city as much as $100 million. 


BUILDING COALITION 

Due to fluctuating material costs and many other 
variants, there’s no telling the actual price tag of 
Connolly's proposal. One similar development, 
the private Sidwell Friends Middle School in 
Washington, DC, ran a $28 million infrastruc- 
tural tab retrofitting one building and adding a 
new structure for a combined 72,500 square feet 
that serves 350 students (including Sasha and Ma- 
lia Obama). Connolly’s K-12 planned project is at 
least three times that size physical scope, and 
has a multifaceted mission that would necessi- 
tate further funding for targeted curriculum plan- 
ning, career training, and outreach programs. 

“There are a few goals here,” says Connolly, 
who ideally wants the green acad- 
emy built from scratch on the site 
of the old Boston State Hospital 
in Mattapan. “One is to produce 
young citizens who are dedicated to 
sustainable living, and who can go 
out and get jobs in the green econ- 
omy, whether they’re installing 
solar panels or working on bio-fuel 
technology as a chemist. Another 
is for kids from other Boston public 
schools to be able to use the facility, 
and for all segments of the popula- 
tion to be able to come there for 
green trade skills.” 

Merrillee Harrigan, vice- 
president of education for 
the Alliance to Save Energy (a 
DC-based nonprofit that pro- 
motes and consults green 
development, including Sidwell 
Friends), says that a successful green school 
consists of much more than just an eco- 
friendly edifice. Such academies, she says, 
must also visibly track consumption and 
conservation in order to insure that they 
yield the smallest possible carbon footprint. 
To those ends and others, Connolly is slating 
four City Council hearings 2010 cur- 
riculum, workforce ties, sustainable citizen- 
ship, and financing — to substantiate his 
prospectus. 

Though Boston Chief of Environment and 
Energy Jim Hunt would prefer to see a retrofit 
on an existing school than an entirely new 
campus, the bureaucratic consensus is that 
Connolly's concept is feasible. After all, Mayor 
Tom Menino serves on the National Board of 
Green Schools. But despite the possibility that 
such an undertaking would be somewhat sub- 
sidized the Massachusetts School Building 
Authority and the US Green Building Council, 

among others, even optimists have diffi- 
culty envisioning this education oasis 
coming to Boston any time soon. 
“The idea is a great one,” 
says Roxbury Councilor 
Chuck Turner, who 
serves as vice-chair 
the Education 
Committee. “But the dilem- 
how going fund it.

Though op- 

ponents chided him for expending resources on 

causes they deemed beyond his jurisdiction — 
some labeled hirn “Secretary of 
Space” — the elder Connolly pushed 
his campaign in 1987 to save the 
ozone, and that year even led a del- 
egation to the United Nations con 
ference that initiated the Montreal 
Protocol on Substances That Deplete 
the Ozone Layer. Councilor Con- 
nolly attributes his environmental 
enlightenment to his father’s poli 
tics, and to traditional thrift.

spirit,” he says. “In my house as

this city was a different place.” 

After working with at-risk 
adolescents in Manhattan for four years — the 
“most positively influential experience” of his 
life — Connolly returned to Boston in 1998 to 
study law and teach at the Boston Renaissance 
Charter School downtown. Those years were 
“frustrating,” he says, since the Renaissance 
was stretched beyond its capability. “I learned 
a lot from that,” says Connolly. “I got a com- 
parison point for an urban school that was 
struggling, as opposed to an urban school that 
worked.” Nearly a decade later, with lessons 
considered, Connolly believes his environmental- 
sciences academy could be a prime emblem for 
the latter. 

Whether solutions lie in Connolly's vision 
or another, workplace and ecological realities 
demand acceleration toward sensible school 
development, especially amidst economic tur- 
bulence. A 2006 study of 30 green schools 
across the country — including 11 here in 
Massachusetts — shows that, while such initia- 
tives cost on average two percent more than con- 
ventional schools, they generate 20 times more 
financial benefits the form everything 
from water and emissions to asthma reduction 
and teacher retention. Sounds like a solution to 
more than a few of Boston's education issues. 

“This academy is not going to come out of 
[next year’s] budget,” says Connolly. “But I want 
to push the preliminary work now so that when 
we hit better economic times we're ready to hit 
the ground running. This incredibly impor- 
tant; truthfully, would like see this done 
even if we're in bad financial times.” ©

Il Casale — the “country house” — 
may be more rustic than Chef 
Dante de Magistris’s magisterial and 
experimental restaurant Dante in the 
Cambridge Royal Sonesta, but it ain’t no 
hometown spaghetti shack. The menu 
and price points of this 130-seat former 
firehouse draw as much upon the chef's 
experience cooking in the fine restau- 
rants of Northern 
visits to his grandmother east 
of Naples. If you can spare the 
money, and make a reservation 
well in advance, you'll enjoy 
pan-Italian food done master- 
fully in modest Italian portions. 
De Magistris is here joined 
by his two brothers and father. 
You know the family means business 
from the first pour of olive oil, soaked in- 
to some rough, crusty bread. The extra- 
virgin variety hits all four classic notes: 
flowery, grassy, nutty, and — the quality 
most prized connoisseurs 
peppery. Any addition to it or that bread 
basket would be wrong. 
The menu inserts little bites, “sfizi,” to 
usual Italian division of the meal into 
antipasti, primi (pasta courses, available 
in two sizes), secondi protein courses), 
and contorni (vegetable side dishes 
All sfizi cost $5, and most are spheri- 
cal, so we had a planetary system worth 
of snacks. The most stunning were aran- 
cini, three of the niost genuinely crisp 
rice balls ever, smaller than golf balls, 
with a bit of smoked cheese to set off the 
slightly sweet tomato sauce. “Maiale” are 
a couple of near-baseball pork meatballs 
with a lighter flavor in a peppery sauce. 
“Came,” traditional meatballs, give the 
tomato sauce the richness of homemade 
gravy.

You could order a small pasta course as 
an appetizer, but we had two large ones as 
entrées with two secondi. The ravioli ($11/ 
small; $19/large) were soft and slightly 
sweet, despite sage to cut the squash stuff- 
ing and brown butter to modulate the 
almonds and crushed amaretto cookies. 
Tagliatelle alla Bolognese ($12; $21) were 
narrower ribbons than most, re- 
ally fettuccine, with the classic 
ragu meat sauce, The large por 
tion was not up to entrée expec- 
tations and arrived at the table 
lukewarm, the only such issue in 
a complex dinner in a rather large 
dining room. The modestly sized 
“miisto griglia” ($19) had enougt 
flavor for two big seafood platters, es 
cially from a grilled and boned sardi 
Stuffed calamari, not the easiest to § 
were masterfully flavored and toothsc 
with a simple breadcrumb stuffing. 

Osso bucco ($19) was served on a lon 
plate with three identical objects. B 
stead of the artfully composed tri 
of the nouvelle-American style, eac 
a hearty piece of slow-cooked veal shi 
dusted with a gremolata of lemon peel 
and parsley. The only things I missed were 
the extra sauce on some pasta, and the bit 
of marrow one can sometimes work out of 
the larger bones. 

Our side dishes — the contorni, all 
$5 — were a simple gratin of hearty 
greens, a stimulating salad of marinated 
frenched green beans with mint and a few 
green olives, and a nicely cooked dish of 
eggplant in tomato sauce. 

Il Casale is trying to bring a serious bar 
to formerly dry Belmont. Our best venture 
into modern mixology was a bourbon crusta 
($10), a well-made sour drink with some or- 
ange bitters. “Reviver Number 4” ($10) adds 
lemon and several complex overtones to a 
vodka drink. Pear cider ($10), however, was 
a mixture that didn’t mix, leaving distinct

flavors of sweet apple cider, bare alcohol 
(from pear liqueur), and the Champagne- 
like bubbles of prosecco. 

Wine by the glass is $9 to $14, but the 
bottle list, mostly Italian, has red wines 
starting at a scary $40, with only a hand- 
ful of whites and a sparkler any cheaper. 
We bit the bullet on a $47 bottle of 2007 
Monte Aribaldo dolcetto d’Alba, which 
had a clear red cherry nose and enough 
structure and acidity to stand up to any 
dish we ordered. Coffee ($2.50) and decaf 
($2.50) were fresh and strong. 

Desserts are not amazing, but they 
are good. The winner, worth a little ex- 
tra wait, is frittele ($8), five fresh-fried 
beignets you can dip in chocolate sauce. 


= For quicker chocolate, the bunet ($8), or 


chocolate flan, is not as rich as it sounds, 
but almost, and comes with real whipped 
cream and an almond meringue cookie. 
Panna cotta with strawberries ($9) is the 
lightest possible pudding. Tiramisu ($9), 
“the traditional recipe,” is just that. 

Service at I] Casale is rural only in 
a degree of personal involvement, and 
without flourishes is as professional and 
competent as any in Greater Boston. Our 
servers knew the menu and wine list, 
would commit to personal favorites, 
didn’t up-sell, and got everything to the 
table in good order. 

Since this space used to be a firehouse, 
the walls are bare brick and the floor is 
concrete. The garage doors are now big 
windows opening to sidewalk seating in 
the summer, but draft-proof in the win- 
ter. It is humanized by plain wood tables, 
some framed wall art, a TV over the bar 
tuned to sports, and mostly by a lot of hap- 
py people. It isn’t a quiet restaurant, but 
the sound is that of conversation, rather 
than the echo of kitchen clank. What does 
it sound like when it isn’t full? Apparently 
no one knows, and we may never find out. 

he only economy pian I can recom- 
mend the $45 “fiat” $60 “Ferrari” 
tasting menus, because I couldn't find 
a course or even a dish to skip. Il Casale 
will have its dissenters, because it has 
little novelty and costs more than some 
other Italian restaurants. But you're buy 
ing consistency, reliability, and a kind of 
general excellence associated more with a 
family business than a star chef. ©

looking for more global food 
education, however, you may want to check 
out the increasingly exotic options of- 
fered by local adult education centers. This 
winter and spring, the Boston Center for 
Adult Education (BCAE) offers “The Western 
Kingdom: Moroccan Friday Night,” “Isla: 
Cooking of the Spanish Caribbean,” “A Visit 
to Moscow,” “Beyond Borscht: Foods of the 
Ukraine and Eastern Europe,” “Caribbean 
ow and Fruits, ”“Authentic Vietnam and 

Singapore ,” and two classes in Persian cui- 
sine. These one-session classes range from 
$64 to $70, including materials. 

The programs cater to “people who are 
looking for something a little unique to 
spend their time on, and a little more bang 
for their buck,” says Jennifer Scott, BCAE’s 
external-affairs manager. And often, sh 
adds, “It’s something they wouldn't get a 
chance to do anywhere else.” 

addition explorations lesser- 
known foods, students can take focused 
classes in widespread international cuisines 


like “Japanese Style Pastries” ($66) or “French 
Cooking with Wine and Spirits” ($69). In 
March, BCAE is holding an eight-week pro- 
gram in authentic Japanese home cooking 
hosted by the Japan Society of Cooking. Stu- 
dents will learn how shop for Asian ingre- 
dients and make staple dishes like sushi, kin- 
para gobo, niku-jaga, and croquettes. At $495 
(including materials), the class is the center’s 
priciest food course, but also its longest. 

The Cambridge Center for Adult Educa- 
tion (CCAE) takes a similar global approach 
with “The Complete Indian Dinner” ($91), 
Visit Kiev” ($75), “Latino and Carib- 
bean Soups, Stews, and Braised Dishes for 
Winter ig ($155), “Authentic Mexican Cui- 
sine” ($152), “Vegetarian Malay Cooking” 
($71), and“ “From Russia with Love: A Walk- 


ing Tour of Russian Cuisine” ($44). 

CCAE program coordinator Michael 
Cicone says ethnic cooking classes are gen- 
erally well attended, though “sometimes 
trends are kind of apparent — certain coun- 
tries and cuisines go in and out of fashion.” 
While there’s been a drop-off in interest in 
Japanese cooking CCAE, less familiar cui- 
sines are thriving. Thai is consistently pop- 
ular, and students have been more curious 
recently about Indian curries, naan, and 
tandoori. Cicone says Malaysian vegetarian 
cooking has seen “great response.” 

The demand for ethnic food classes at 
CCAE has been consistently high, and the 
center is expanding its offerings according- 
ly. With the climbing expense of traveling 
abroad, Cicone notes, “It’s a cheaper way to 
experience different cultures here, in your 
own back yard.” 

Although tastes shift, says one thing 
remains the same: “People seem very in- 
terested learning about these different 
cultures in a hands-on way.” 


BACK SCHOOL 


While some cooking instructors are profes- 
sionally trained, most at adult-education 
centers are simply passionate about sharing 
a hobby they’ve enjoyed for years. For oth- 
ers, teaching these skills is also part of pre- 
serving their culture and maintaining close 
ties to their home country. 

lot our instructors are people who 
really love what they do. We don’t have 
instructors like Harvard has in academics,” 
says Scott. “We have a lot of instructors who 
are bankers or work in IT or have a totally 
different full-time job, but the evening 
this is their way to enjoy their hobby by 
sharing with other people.” 
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The same is true for CCAE, where Wichian 
Rojanawon has taught Thai cooking classes 
for more than 15 years. His classes consistent- 
fill each semester with students eager 
to learn what they can do with classic Thai 
ingredients like fish sauce, kaffir lime leaves, 
mangos, and coconut milk. 

Like other cooking classes taught 
area continuing-ed centers, Rojanawon’s 
three-session class “Thai Cooking for Be- 
ginners” ($172) is hands-on. His students 
spend three consecutive Mondays prep- 
ping and cooking the kitchen and take 
one Saturday morning trip to Chinatown 
shop for obscure ingredients. Over the 
course, students learn nine dishes, includ- 
ing chicken satay with peanut and cucum- 
ber sauces, chicken coconut soup, spring 
rolls, pad Thai, and green, panang, and 
massaman curries. 

A student favorite at CCAE, Rojanawon 
self-taught cook and Thailand native 
who moved to Boston 24 years ago. Between 
his years cooking instruction and his 
full-time job as director of UMass Boston’s 
Osher Lifelong Learning Institute, Rojana- 
won has devoted much of his career to con- 
tinuing education. 

really enjoy teaching this class be- 
cause students are really motivated to 
learn,” he says, adding: “I feel like I’m be- 
ing an ambassador of my country by expos- 
ing these people wonderful Thai food and 
Thai culture.” 

Rojanawon begins his course with 
slide presentation covering Thailand’s geog- 
raphy and history, the contrast between its 
urban and rural areas, what its restaurants 
and traditional cookware are like, and how 
they make such things as coconut sugar. 

“You appreciate more you know the 
culture,” he says. “It’s very important. I 

yself like other ethnic food, like Italian 
and Korean. And appreciate the dish more 
when | know where the ingredients come 
from and the ideas behind the original 
dish.” 

While Rojanawon acknowledges that 
it’s acommon American belief that curries 
and other complex, spice-laden Southeast 
Asian dishes can be difficult to make, he 

“People feel intimidated. The ingredi- 
ents are so exotic, but once you pass that, 
the cooking itself is very simple and very 
practical,” he explains. “You don’t need any 
special equipment. You don’t need special 
cookware. You can use what you have at 
home.” 


GET COOKING 


Since he began teaching, Rojanawon has 
seen his students change from mostly 
middle-aged women to include younger 
students, international business travel- 
ers, and more men than the past. 
attributes some of that diversity to the 
proliferation food, which has 
grown from family-run Thai restaurants 
upscale Asian fusion hotspots. How- 
ever, notes that the poor economy and 
the increasing availability of ethnic ingre- 
dients have also contributed to a surge in 
popularity. 

Scott, who sees mostly young profes- 
sionals at BCAE, agrees. “Rather than going 
out for Thai food, you can learn to cook Thai 
food at home. . . . It makes it easy,” she 
says. “And you don’t have to go to specialty 
stores to get, say, saffron anymore. You can 
get Stop Shop.”

FILMS FROM IRAN CHOOSE INDIRECT CONFRONTATION

You can see what probably the most signif- 
icant filmmaking right now Iran going 
to YouTube and viewing the artless images 
of brutality in the streets of Tehran captured 
scores average Iranian citizens armed 
with cell-phone cameras. This repression 
has also decimated the ranks professional 
directors. Jafar Panahi has been shut down 
from making films since Offside in 2006, and 
Mohsen Makhmalbaf resides in virtual exile 
Paris (where operates blog updating 
the world the latest developments his 
homeland). Small wonder, then, that this 
year’s Boston Festival of Films from Iran at 
the Museum of Fine Arts is a shadow of its 
former self, reduced to five features (three 
which, including new films Abbas 
Kiarostami and Samira Makhmalbaf, were 
unavailable for screening), a few documen- 
taries, and some shorts. 

It’s nonetheless clear that this film in- 
dustry has maintained its integrity 
turns out humanistic and zxsthetically am- 
bitious works. Rather than confronting the 
egregious injustices, Iranian cinema 
regards them indirectly, through metaphor 
or analogy.

One way to avoid trouble with the au- 
thorities is to make a film about people who 
have it even worse off than yourself, people 
everyone can agree are getting raw deal, 
like illegal immigrants. The eponymous 
hero of Shalizeh Arefpour’s HEIRAN (2008; 
January 15 at 8:10 pm) is a young man study- 
ing in Tehran. To make money for tuition, 
he’s been working laborer village 
near the Afghan border. There he crosses 


eyes with teenage Mahi, whose war-stricken 
parents want her to get an education. Her 
father doesn’t want her to waste her life 
on a refugee, but she marries him anyway, 
whereupon fate and a heartless bureaucracy 
conspire against them. Arefpour has a sly 
command of touching details, and he knows 
how to jerk some genuine tears. 

More stylistically ambitious is Payman 
Haghani’s A MAN WHO ATE HIS CHERRIES

(2009; January 17 at 3:30 pm). A kind of 
Iranian film noir shot (mostly) in black 
and white, it relates the sad tale of Reza, a 
hangdog factory worker who returns home 
late from work one night and finds that his 
long-suffering wife has left him. Not only 
that, but she plans to get a divorce and ex- 
tract an astronomical settlement from him. 
The extreme measures Reza ponders to pay 
his debt embody the notion of the alien- 
ation of labor, and Haghani’s detached but 
mordant case study suggests that underly- 
ing the regime’s religious intolerance are 
more fundamental evils: greed, exploita- 
tion, and dehumanization. 

Maziar Bahari’s AN IRANIAN ODYSSEY: 
MOSSADEGH, OIL, AND THE 1953 CIA COUP 
(2009; January 9 at 7 pm) does deal directly 
with a real political crisis — if more than 50 
years later. A conventional but illuminating 
documentary, it relates how the British and 
the CIA deposed the nationalistic Iranian 
prime minister Mohammad Mossadegh 
and established Shah Mohammad Reza 
Pahlavi in power. This little-known histori- 
cal turning point set the stage for the 1979 
Iranian revolution that overthrew the shah 
and established the reign the ayatollahs. 

A Canadian-Iranian filmmaker, Bahari 
had been detained by Iranian authorities 
while reporting the current turmoil. 
He was released in October and will at- 
tend the festival and receive its ILEX 
Foundation Award for Excellence in Irani- 
Cinema. Watching the archival footage 
in his film, you have to wonder whether 
someday a filmmaker like him will turn 
those YouTube images the bloodied 
streets of Tehran into a similar documen- 
tary, and whether that too will take five 
decades to happen. ©

Of course, back in 1998, Cheryl Brutvan 
arrived from Buffalo's Albright-Knox Art Cal- 
lery with similar hopes, following the depar- 
ture of long-time MFA contemporary curator 
Trevor Fairbrother. “She has the personality 
to fit into the team here, and to be a leader in 
the contemporary-art community,” said Rog- 
ers at the time. 

That didn’t pan out. Over the past decade, 
the MFA has rarely given its contemporary- 
art curators the space or the backing to pres- 
ent shows as ambitious as the ICA’s 2008 Tara 
Donovan retrospective, which Mergel curated 
with Baume. Brutvan ended up producing 
mainly smallish exhibits in the West Wing’s 
Foster Gallery. The MFA’s big surveys of art 
from the past century — Ansel Adams in 
2005, David Hockney in 2006, Edward Hopper 
in 2007 — were organized by other depart- 


ments, or by other museums. 

In July 2008, Brutvan announced that she 
would be leaving the MFA, apparently with- 
out having another job lined up. In January 
2009, she became curator of contemporary 

rt at the Norton Museum of Art in Florida. 

“Over the years I've been here, there’s 
been a gradual development of the contem- 
porary programming,” Rogers, who has led 
the MFA since 1994, tells me. “I think over the 
past few years, the programming has got- 
ten stronger and stronger. But with just the 

oster Gallery, we haven't had the space to do 
things on a grander scale, or even to exhibit 
our own collection.” 

That's about to change. The MFA is 
scheduled to complete the main phase 
of a major renovation and expansion in 
November. It plans to devote its 23,000- 
square-foot Linde Family Wing (more fa- 
miliarly known as the West Wing) to mod- 
ern and contemporary art and some 8600 
square feet its new American Wing 
2oth-century art. Not all of the West Wing 
will be galleries, but the MFA expects to 
have much room for the art the past 
century as the 18,000 or so square feet de- 
voted to galleries at the ICA. 

Which is a lot of space to give someone 
as relatively young as Mergel. She took art 
classes at the MFA while growing up in 
Dorchester. After receiving her bachelor’s 
degree from Harvard, in 1998, she spent 
three years as a curatorial fellow at Phillips 
Academy's Addison Callery in Andover, 
then earned a master’s degree at Bard Col- 
lege, graduating in 2005. She found work at 
the ICA that same year, mainly organizing 
modest-sized projects. She curated 2009’s 
“Acting Out: Social Experiments in Video,” 
which showcased five videos, and one- 
room single-artist showcases in the ICA’s 
“Momentum” series. Lately she’s been de- 
veloping what’s billed as a “major survey” 
sculptor Charles LeDray that’s scheduled 
to open at the ICA in July. es 

Did the MFA have any concerns about her 
experience — or the lack of it? “None whatso- 
ever,” according to Edward Saywell, the mu- 
seum’s new chairman of Contemporary Art 
and MFA Programs (he’s also known as direc- 
tor the West Wing). says the museum 
was looking for a curator who is visionary, 

a strong steward of the collection, someone 
who can galvanize the community, intellec- 
tually rigorous, curious, and with immense 
potential. “The entire search committee felt 
Jen had all those critical competencies in 
enormous quantities.”

something we simply could not ignore.” 

He assures me that the search was not ex- 
tended to save money during a time in which 
the MFA was making budget cuts. The length 
of the search was just about finding the right 
person. “We were not prepared to settle until 
found the right candidate.” 

What’s more, the MFA has signaled its in- 
tent make its contemporary programming 
more international and ecumenical by link- 
ing more with the departments 
of textiles, musical instruments, and the art 
of Asia, Oceania, Africa, the Americas, and 
Europe.

“We're talking about contemporary art in 
one of the world’s great encyclopedic muse- 
ums,” says Rogers. “We fundamentally rep- 
resent all world cultures. And there’s never 
been a better time to look at contemporary art 
in China or in Korea or in India or all around 
the world. One thing that can that 
purely contemporarymuseum can't do is, 
can set contemporary art context that 
goes back thousands years.” 

Mergel says she was attracted by this 
opportunity “to ask questions that weren't 
necessarily guided so specifically by a par- 
ticular decade or art-historical movement or 
It's palpable new commitment rethink 
contemporary.” 

“I think that Jen’s coming here is a tre- 
mendous compliment to the ICA,” says Rog- 
ers. “And I think everything that’s happen- 


ing in Boston is a great tribute to the efforts 
of certain key individuals — {ICA director] Jill 
Medvedow being one of them — to create a 
new climate.” 

The departures Mergel and Baume from 
the ICA mean that that institution’s curato- 
rial staff has completely turned over since it 
moved into its new building in 2006. Some 
have suggested that Medvedow ambi- 
tious but difficult boss. But Paul Bessire, the 
ICA's deputy director for external relations, 
asserts that he’s not found her difficult to 
work for in his nine years at the ICA. He adds, 
think this part the normal ebb and 
flow any institution.” appoint- 
ment, he says, “We’re really happy for her.”

THE BIG LOVE THAT DARE NOT SPEAK ITS NAME

Despite the comparably juicy family 

dysfunction offers, Big Love hasn’t 
achieved the iconic status its HBO pre- 
decessor The Sopranos. Maybe viewers relate 
better the mob than Mormons. 
maybe it’s a matter of tone. Big Love treats 
its main characters’ religious faith — 
a Mormon sect following the church- 
outlawed practice of polygamy — with 
sympathy, not irony. But it’s time view- 
ers realized that Big Love isn’t really about 
polygamy. It’s about people who love one 
another yet face persecution, prosecution, 
and demonization for wanting fam- 
ily. Hint: to appreciate the nervy message 
of Big Love, replace the word “polygamy” 
with “same-sex marriage.” 

Big Love was created Mark Olsen 
and Will Scheffer, a long-time couple, 
and co-produced by gay former-Mormon 
screenwriter Dustin Lance Black (an Oscar 
winner for Milk). Before the series’s 2006 
debut, I asked Olsen whether polygamy 
was a metaphor for non-traditional 
families. He demurred that it was a “Ror- 
schach” open to individual interpretation. 
But last season, in the wake of California’s 
Proposition the ballot measure that 
passed with significant financial and cam- 
paign help from Mormons and stripped 
the state’s same-sex couples of the right 
to marry, Big Love amped up the marriage- 
equality parallel. 

It rejected bitterness, however, in favor 
of common ground. In “Come, Ye Saints,” 
the ever-decent Bill Henrickson (Bill Pax- 
ton) took his three wives and nine children 
on a road trip along the route traveled by 
Mormon founder Joseph Smith and his 
followers. During their pilgrimage, the 
Henricksons encountered prejudice and 
suspicion, just like their Mormon fore- 
bears, and just like the same-sex-marriage 
piorieers demonized by supporters of Prop- 


osition and Maine’s Proposition 
“Outer Darkness,” wife #1, Barb (Jeanne 
Tripplehorn), was excommunicated by 
Church of Latter Day Saints leaders for re- 
fusing renounce the “abomination” 
polygamy, and her pain being cast out 
and seeing her family delegitimized was 
wrenching to watch. “I believe that the 
church and its leaders are in grave error 
on polygamy and the kinds of marriages 
and families it creates!” she cried. 

In the fourth season — which premieres 
this Sunday, January 10, the po- 
lygamy/same-sex marriage correlation con- 
tinues, as a conservative politician crusades 
against plural marriage with rhetoric taken 
from the anti-gay playbook (“Their ranks 
are growing . . . violating the most basic 
precepts of decency and morality!”). Weary 
of being forced into secrecy, Bill ponders 
running for office — you can’t win hearts 
and minds remaining isolated. 

The metaphors are powerful, but, 
through lyrical writing and deft acting, 
Big Love also makes care about the Hen- 
ricksons people. The balance power 
among the women is shifting this season, 
third wife Margene Goodwin) 
acquires new clout thanks to her financial 
success as a TV-shopping-network person- 
ality. Middle wife Nicki (Chloé Sevigny) 
remains in miserable thrall to the father 
she loves/hates, Roman Grant (Harry Dean 
Stanton), the MIA “Prophet” of the back- 
woods Juniper Creek polygamous cult. And 
Nicki’s closeted-gay brother Alby (Matt 
Ross), Roman’s de facto successor, takes 
greater risks. Alby’s tragic storyline needs 
metaphor this what intolerance 
does gay people, and it’s not pretty. Yet 
Big Love rises above pessimism. the Hen- 
ricksons’ fight to be a family, the show 
holds out hope love big enough ac- 
cept them just as they are. ©

Jesse Lortz is always ready to lay some- 

thing heavy on you. As the primary 
architect and male half of Seattle indie-folk 
troubadaurs the Dutchess & the Duke (who 
come to T.T. the Bear’s Place this Sunday), he 
spent their 2008 debut, She's the Dutchess, He's 
the Duke, contemplating loneliness, disgust, 
and death. When, last October, they released 
Sunset /Sunrise just as Lortz was entering father- 
hood, the media excavated his dreary lyrics, 
found shred optimism, latched onto it, 
and magnified their prize. They saw that 
glimmer signaling D&D’s gradual move 
toward brighter horizons. 

Lortz, for his part, appreciates the thought 
but doesn’t see the new album as more up- 
beat. don’t feel like that record optimistic 
It’s more depressing than the first one, 
honestly. It’s pretty fucking bleak.” 

Bleak good word for it. the vein 
its predecessor, Sunset smorgasbord 
of sin and loss: there’s regret (“Never Had a 
Chance”), deceit (“Scorpio”), and the mem- 
ory of tragedies you'll never be able to shake 
(“New Shadow”). Most arresting is the raw 
“Hands,” which feels like high-noon show- 
down between heathen and his maker. It’s 
punctuated with slight organ flourishes; the 
strumming sparse, and the drums sound 
Teady face death itself. The emptiness 
what turns the song transcendental. 

Much character owes Lortz’s 
singing. His ragged, masculine voice draws 
comparisons to Mick Jagger — but Johnny 
Cash might better fit. Complementing 
Lortz as Johnny is Kimberly Morrison (“The 
Dutchess”) as June: her vocals are command- 
ing but less imposing. 

Although Lortz’s songs are emotionally 
strenuous, he doesn’t accumulate material 
through months discontent. Instead, 
writes most of it within a week or two of his 
deadline, sending rush ideas forward. 


“It’s a revealing process. It’s this huge expul- 
sion. I don’t get a chance to edit it, because 

need all the songs. don’t find anything 
out until a few months later, when I have 

a chance to sit down and think about what 
the lyrics are saying.” 

One subject likely to work its way onto 
the inevitable third D&D album is his recent 
divorce. Despite his familiarity with discuss- 
ing personal matters in a public forum, he’s 
uncomfortable with taking flak. “When you 
put out something that honest, that you 
don’t really have the balls to say, it can be 
harsh for somebody hear how you feel 
the radio.” 

Still, he’s not going to mask his feelings. 
“You can’t do that. Why would you?” He 
cites “Heart Stone” and Not There” 
as Sunset tracks sprouting from reality. “Ev- 
ery person that has written song has based 
person their lives. People that 
they’re not about can still relate to it, but 
there’s always going to be that person that 
knows, ‘Fuck, it’s about our situation.’ Yeah, 
it’s ours.”

you were young and had brain space 
to spare in 1985, those vacant folds 

were likely soon flooded with the vast au 

dial ephemera of the Nintendo era: glossy 
hums with sharp edges quavering into jaggy 
tremolos; fluttering laser blasts vaporizing 
into trails of chilly reverb; tittering rhythms 
under tessellating melodies rich and vibrant 
enough to capture any mood, from dire peril 
to princess-saving bad-assery. Imagine a 
vocabulary of sounds with direct access to 
long-latent pleasure centers in the adolescent 
archives of your brain and you have an idea of 
why chiptunes are still gaining momentum. 

“Still,” because chiptunery — the art and 
science of prying open and/or hacking into 
outdated game consoles for the sweet nectar 
of their audio chips — has been around for a 
while. (The blog Chipflip’s timeline traces it 
back to the CSIR Mki computer first s 1 
in public in 1951.) James Therrien — a core 
member of the Boston8Bit collective who 
runs chips local duo Bight 
senses not just an affinity between long-tir 
chiptuners and other fringe sound outpost: 
(circuit benders, noise artists, datapoppers 
but a burgeoning presence in the main 
stream. (See: Beck, Timbaland, and Gaga. 
That could be because electro came back 
and unpacked and now seems fixin’ to stick 
around, and chiptunes provide similarly nos- 
talgic tickles. 

But though Therrien would hear the dul- 
cet tones of the Ricoh 2A03 everywhere, he 
didn’t see it in action anywhere. “To have 
this group super-talented musicians not 
playing shows just blew us away,” he tells 
over the phone. His explorations 8-bit 
music were made largely possible by on-line 
chiptune epicenter 8bitcollective.com, and

though he was discovering plenty of vari 
from free-form jazz to hard dance to exp 
mental ambient and noise), he wasn’t find 
ing a community off-line.

“People want to go for the sideshow ele 
ment,” Therrien admits, “but they end up 
staying for the music.”

Also on bo 
are Connecticut's OxygenStar (a marvelou 
craftsman of texture who dons a giant blond 
Afro), the adventurously proggy boom-blip 
of Disasterpeace, and the dance-floor jams 
of Cape Cod’s Active Knowledge — which 
actually make you feel you’re winning at 
something. Some will run straight from 
their various consoles, some will couch their 
chips within live instrumentation, others 
might flout purism and use hifalutin soft- 
ware ape the sounds and lose the old tech- 
nology altogether approach known 
as fake-bit. No biggie. As long as it hits the 
memory and the motor skills right. 

“It’s like chip music isn’t even an zsthet- 
ic yet,” says Therrien. “There are no set rules 
for how you use the technology. Any retrofit- 
ted, retasked 8-bit device that you want to 
use fine long there are bleeps and 

loops, they’re gonna love it.”

At the end of a grim year and a dis- 
appointing decade, the music press 
has become particularly peaty slog. It’s 
been list after list after godawful list; 
they’re fun for while, but the novelty 
wears thin after you trudge through 
about the soth one — or instantly, 

should you stumble into the horror of 
Billboard’s society-damning list the 
decade’s top sellers. 

But, thank heavens, I’ve found an 
interesting one. Britney Spears’s offi- 
cial site made headlines galore with its 
bizarre list of the “TOP 75 BULLS#!T Brit- 
ney Spears stories” of 2009. (Censorship 
theirs — no, I haven’t gone soft.) “We 
ranked the ones we believe were the most 
ridiculous,” reads the post’s intro, “ei- 
ther because they were factually inaccu- 
rate, because they reported the patently 
absurd, or because we believe they are 
simply offensive to the sensibilities.” 

It’s not just the volume negative 
or allegedly inaccurate Britney material 
that catches the eye here — it’s also the 
presentation. Each entry offers the full 
text the article question. get 
denials, no corrections, no context, just 
a huge, stark wall of Britney bashing. 
Stories range from mundane dating gos- 
sip to wild tales of Russian death threats 
the familiar whispers mental break- 
downs and whacked-out behavior. Some 
are clearly tabloid horseshit; some are, 
given her history, not so hard to believe. 

It’s a transparent PR maneuver, of 
course. They’re reprinting load nega- 
tive press under ambiguous blanket 
denial, and though they’re calling the 
stories “BULLS#!T,” they are, 
note from the intro, not necessarily ques- 
tioning the truth all them. Some 
are inaccurate, we’re told, some are ab- 
surd, and some are offensive left 
sort out which which. It’s fine way 
tease Britney’s notorious image 
without endorsing it, and throw 
cheap flashback to all the crazy-Britney 
thrills of 2007. 

So there you have it: a winking train- 
wreck self-mythologizing as the keystone 
of Britney’s comeback. She went way, 
way too far off the deep end for anyone 
forget that bald, grimacing, wild- 
eyed photo one the most 
indelible pop images the de- 
cade, and her disastrous VMA 
performance dominated the 
news. you can’t beat 
join ’em. 

test this hypoth- 
esis, I'd like to put a little 
experiment into print: what 
wrote absurd, wildly inac- 
curate piece of Britney reportage 
that doesn’t imply she’s psychotic and

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PUNK WRECK 


GET LAID HAVE NOTHING ELSE BUT RULE

Guitar punk rock has a long and, frank- 

ly, dull history. Unless you’re venturing 
into retired-punk-bar-band territory, where 
misguided confidence grows like rust on cin- 
der-blocked Cadillacs, it’s hard to find any- 
one ballsy enough or stupid enough to reach 
for the stars with a mere six strings. People 
like Black Flag’s Greg Ginn or the Butthole 
Surfers’ Paul Leary. 

Aaron Lang is like that. A weirdo trans- 
plant from Akron, Ohio, he’s never had a 
guitar lesson and would probably get the 
boot if he ever tried. Atop a minefield of 
rhythmic left turns on Get Laid’s new EP, 
Pretty Weathered, he throws in old-school 
hardcore, molten out-of-key melodies, and 
shards of funhouse-mirror metal. It’s a 
heroic effort that fits the band’s delirious 
attack — which is led by singer Shannon 
Elkind’s hyena howl — like brass knuckles. 

Take “Jump Off” — three-quarters of the 
way through the song (which is all of 4o sec- 
onds), Elkind drops out the picture after 
tidy thrashing and the proceedings lurch toa 
halt. The band trudge forward half-time, 
groping for wrong notes in a pit of musica’ 
loose ends. Soon a sickly, hobbled shadow 
of what might have once been a blues solo 
emerges. Bent way out of shape, wandering 
into a rootless stupor, it’s one of 
the best moments on the record. 

Elkind’s apartment 
Lower Allston, Lang slouches 
in a hoodie, ripped-up black 
jeans, and thermals. “I basi- 
cally never learned to play the 
guitar. With very.few excep- 
tions, the only things I’ve ever been able to 
play are songs I wrote.” 

We're huddled in a sparsely decorated liv- 


ing room with a TV, a stack of records, and 
a bitter draft creeping through the window. 
In addition to Elkind and Lang, there’s bass- 
ist Alex Pepper. (Drummer Matt 
Kenney completes the line-up. 
Elkind apologizes for the wob- 
bly end tables set up in front of 
the couches. “We got drunk and 
were blasting CCR and smashed 
the coffee table. did clean 
the mess, though.” 

Get Laid — who play a matinee at 
O'Brien's Pub this Sunday — were started 
as a whim two years ago by Elkind and

When British comic Eddie Izzard first 
started performing across the Pond, 
he would tell American audiences he was 
“from Europe where history comes 
from.” Izzard called himself a heterosexual 
executive transvestite, and he was happy 
in male or female attire.
